OTTAWA.—The prices board an- 
nounced Wednesday night that in the 
forthcoming canning season each cus 
tomer may obtain an allotment of 10 
pounds of sugar for canning purpos- 
es. 
The board, said the first five “F” 
colipons in ration book No. 3, each 
good for one pound of sugar, will be- 
come valid May 25, and the. second 
five July 6. 

The 1948 canning sugar allotment 
Was approximately the same, but last 
year consumers had to apply direct 
to their local ration boards for it, and 
depending wpon the supply available, 
some. received more and Some _ les9 
than the 10-pound allowance. 

The present ration is a blanket al- 
lowance of 10 pounds to each consum 
er. Householders may convert the “F” 
coupons into preserve coupons at lo- 
cal ration board offices if they pre- 
fer to buy preserves rather than 
make them.

Main Issues

|} ing. From out of the crater comes 
| smoke, steam, ashes and a vast, red- 
hot, primaeval sludge called Java.

It is a vast crawling slag-heap about 
| forty foot high. It is the original 
black guts of the earth. Time hag 
slipped a million years,. and here, 
slithering across a Naples vineyard 
in the bright sunlight, is the stuff 
this globe was made of when it was 
just a pup of a world.

of—black, cold clinker. |

RECORD TRAFFIC 


These demands were greater than ever before, 
the traffic moved in 1943 being 17.3% greater 
than in 1942, the previous peak war year,

Freight traffic in 1943 was more than double 


that of 1939, and passenger traffic four times 
that of 1939. 


Despite this, the very large movements of 
war materials and personnel reached . their 
destinations in accordance with schedule ar- 
rangements. There was no lowering of the 
recognized standards of safety. 


MANUFACTURE OF MUNITIONS 


The Company also extended its activities as

The 1943 operations demonstrated the great 
earning power of the System, the railway 
proving again that it can handle an immense 
volume of business economically as well as 
expeditiously.

OPERATING EFFICIENCY 


The operating ratio for the year was 73.64% 


(an all-time record) as compared with 76.93% in 
1942 and 81.99% in the peak peace year of 1928. 


It is interesting to note that the vastly 
increased war traffic in 1943 was handled with 
16.6% fewer locomotives, 15.4% fewer freight 
cars and 5.1% more passenger cars than was 
the traffic of 1917, the fourth year of the last 
World War. 


The Company was honoured in being selected 
to provide extensive train and other setvices 
for Prime Minister Churchill, President Roose- 
velt and Madam Chiang Kai-shek during 
their visits to Canada in 1943, 


POST-WAR 


Changing conditions will call for new methods 
of railway operation and new types of service, 
and there must needs be a continuing search 
for improvement in all aspects of the railway 
industry. In view of this, the Company has 
in hand a programme of research. This pro- 
gramme, in addition to considering ways and 
means of improving service and efficiency of 
operation, also encompasses the problems of 
post-war reconstruction and rehabilitation. 


THE OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES in all departments of the System have worked hard and 
loyally to cope with increased responsibilities arising out of the war, and the directors record 
their appreciation and thanks. The traditional harmonious relations between management and 
employees were maintained throughout the year. Appreciation also is expressed to shippers and 
the travelling public alike for their cooperation in and sympathetic/junderstanding of difficult 


operating conditions caused by the war.

DISEASE PREVENTION IN SWINE 

Most swine troubles, after the age 
of four months, are caused by filth 
borne diseases, and result from allow 
ing the. pigs to min in old, filthy, un- 
sanitary pastures which usually do 
not have a blade of grass after the 
first of July. Such conditions include 
parasitic infestation, necrotic enteri- 
‘tis, snuffles, mange and lice as well 
as nutritional diseases. 

To prevent these diseases occurring 
the systerhn. known as the McLean 
County System of Swine Sanitation 
shoud be adopted, says Dr.'R. Wal- 
ton, Animal Pathologist. This system 
is aimed at he control of round worms 
in swine but its adoption would do 
more to reduce losses from all causes 
than any other single measure, 

This system is very aimple and 
practical. It consists of having & 
clean sow, a clean farrowing pen, 
and a clean pasture. The farrowing 
pen should be cleaned by scrubbing 
with boiling water and lye. Boiling 
water is the only agent which ~ will 
destroy worm eggs. The pen must be 
warm and dry and preferably be pro- 
vided with a guard rail. 

. When the sow is to be placed in 
“this pen she is well brushed in order 
to remove all adhering ‘worm eggs, 


! and then put in the pen. When ‘ready

moved to the pasture, she 
should either be transported or driv+ 
en by a route which will not lead her 
through the old hog lots where she 
would-pick up worm eggs. She is then

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During the so-called dormant per- 
‘iod tree roots are active, absorbing 
nutrients and growing when tempera 
tures and moistures are favourable. 
Cool soil is comparatively more con- 
ductive to vigorous root activity. 
Early planting gives the root-system 
that margin of advantage which is 
So important for a tree in getting 
away to a good thrifty start, says 
W. L. Kerr, Superintendent, Domi- 
nion Forest Nursery Statiin, Saska- 
toon. 

Few farmers would risk planting 
their wheat two weeks or a month 
later yet, too frequently, this is ex- 
actly what they do with trees shrubs 
and small fruits.

RUBBER AND WHEAT 


According to a statement made by 
the Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Munitions, in the House.of Commons 
on March 23rd, there is no chance 
whatever of synthetic rubber being 
made out of wheat. M.r Howe statcd 
that, the large ‘Dominion Rubber 
Plant at Sarnia started making rub- 
ber from wheat but finally switched 
to petroleum, because, said Mr. Howe 
the cost of rubber made from petro- 
leum is one third only of the cost of 
the same rubber if made from. wheat. 

Mr. Howe thought further that the 
cost of making synthetic rubber 
might be brought down eventually to 
as low 16 cents a pound, and that at 
this price synthetic rubber might com 
pete with natural mubber. Personally 
I doubt if this can ever be done for 
the reason that advances are. still 
possible in improving the yield per 
acre of rubber trees, and in cutting! 
down costs of production; and even 
if it could be done, I doubt the: wis- 
dom of doing it, for it does not ap- 
pear, to me at least, to be fair nor 
in Canada’s interests, to put millions
